1. THE SECRETARY CALLED IN PRCLO CHIEF HUANG CHEN ON JULY 7 
FOR A 45 HINUTE PREVIEW OF HIS FORTHCOMING EUROPEAN TRIPr AND 

A BRIEF DISCUSSION OF BILATERAL RELATIONS* FOLLOWING IS A SUMMARY 
OF THE ISSUES COVERED, 

2. THE SECRETARY BflGAN BY COKMENTING THAT HE HAD NOTED 
VARIOU<; STATFHENTS PV CHINESE LEADERS TO OUR PRESS AND OTHERS 
ABOUT U.S.-PRC RELATIONS CAN INDIRECT REFERENCE TO TENG HSIAO- 
PIINGi*? CO^MEf^Ts TO THE ASn:£ EDITORS, AND THE CHOU-C.P. LI 
DISCUSSI0.\.3 HE TMEN TURNED TO A REVIEW OF THE MIDDLE EAST 
NEG'JTIATIOWS". CG^HFnTING THAT THERE IS NOH SOME RENEWED MOMEN- 
TUM TO "STFP-aV-STFP" DIPLOMACYr HE SAID THAT THE U^S, WOULD PRO- 
CEED WITH l!,>tILATt^AL EFFORTS TO GAlf4 ANOTHER INTERIM AGREEMENT

3. THE S^Cf'ET/.ry -.rTCD THAT HE WOULD SE MEETING WITH SOVIET 
FOREIGN f*I^'ISTE-? GRO'^YKO IN EUROPE TO DISCUSS POSSIBLE 
MOVE^EMT OM .SALT, THE MIDDLE EAST SITUATION, AK'D PERHAPS" THE 
EUROPEAN SECURITY CONFERENCE; HE STRESSED THAT THERE WOULD BE 
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NO SIJ:iviT ficETlNG LATER IN THE FALL WITHOUT SOME AGREEMENT ON 
STRATEGIC AR«S LIMITATIONS'. - 



4, THE Si:CR£TARY*TW£N VERY BRIEFLY REVIEWED PROGRESS IN THE 
EUROPEAN SECURITY CONFERENCE*. HE SAIO IT HAS LIKELY TO CONVENE 
AT THE EJJD OF JULY, BUT THAT IT IS LIKELY TO PRODUCE NO MORE THAN 
MEDIOCRE RESULTS. HE THEN TOUCHED ON RECENT DEVELOPMENTS IN 
IhOlA, NOTED THAT TriE PRC HAD ESTABLISHED RELATIONS WITH THE 
PHILIPPINES AND THAILAND, ANP OBSERVED THAT WE (THE U.S,AND PRC) 
CONTI*JUE TO PURSUE COMPATIBLE POLICIES REGARDING JAPAN, 



5, THE SECRETARY COMMENTED THAT HE ASSUMED THE CHINESE SIDE 

HAS FA«ILIAR WITH THE PROPOSAL THE U.S. HAD RECENTLY MADE AT THE . 

U,N, HITH RESPECT-TO KOREA*. >1UANG MADE NO REPLY IN RESPONSE,. 



6. HUAWG MADE FEW REMARKS DURING THE PRESENTATION, BUT AT THE 
END PRFSSED THE SECRETARY FOR "A MORE PRECISE ESTIMATE OF PROSPECTS 
FOR FURTHER DIPLOMATIC MOVEMENT IN THE MIDDLE EAST. HE EMPHASIZED 
CHAIRMAN fiAOtS BELIEF THAT THE U.S. SHOULD FOLLOW AN EVEN-. 
HANDED POLICY IN DEALINGS WITH THE ARAB STATES AND ISRAEL,-. 



7. TURNING TO BILATERAL -AFFAIRS, . THE SECRETARY INQUIRED WHETHER 
HUANG HAD RECEIVED ANY REFLECTIONS FROM PEKING ABqUT THE POSSIBLE 
PRESIDFNTIAL VISIT*. HUANG NOTED THAT THE SECRETARY HAD BEGUN THE 
CONVERSATION BY COMMENTING THAT HE HAD SEEN VARIOUS COMMENTS 
BY PRC LEADERS IN THE PRESS. HE EXPLICITLY REFERRED TO VICE 
PREMIER TENG HSIAO-P ' IN6 < S COMMENTS TO THE AMERICAN SOCIETY OF 
NEWSPAPER E0ITORS1 DELEGATION*. HUANG REPEATED TENG'S COMMENT 
THAT IF THE PRESIDENT WISHES TO VISIT THE PRC, THE CHINESE WILL 
HELCOMF HIM. HE FURTHER ■ ELABORATED THAT IF THE PRESIDENT WANTS. TO 
COME TO DISCUSS HaTTERS THAT IS ALL RIGHTl OR IF HE PREFERS NOT TO 
DISCUSS MATTERS THAT IS ALL RIGHT TOO. IF THERE IS A MEETING OF HINDS 
IN THE DISCUSSIONS, ADDED HUANG, THAT IS' FINE; BUT IF THERE IS NO 
MEETING np THE MlwOS, THAT IS ALSO FINE. THE SECRETARY INTERJECTED 
THAT PERHAPS THERE MERE INTERMEDIATE STEPS BETWEEN A FULL MEETING 
OF hiNOS A'^ID .NO PROGRESS IN OuR BILATERAL RELATIONS,. 



8, THE SECRETARY THEN ASKED WHETHER HE SHOULD CONSIDER TENGfS 
PUBLIC STATEMENT AUTHORITATIVE. HUANG RESPONDED, "DOUBTLESSLY; 
WITHOUT QUESTION." HE THEN RECALLED FOR THE SECRETARY CHAIRMAN 
MAOfS CD'-mENTS TO EDGAR SNOW BEFORE THE NlXON ViSlT TO PEKING 
WHICH MACE ESSENTIALLY THE SAME POINT (THAT A PRESIDENTIAL 
VISIT ^'EEO NOT RESULT IN A^Y PARTICULAR OUTCOME. 3 HUANG CONCLUDED 
BY SAYTfJG, "SO IT IS MY PERSONAL OPINION THAT VE WiLL NOT BRING 
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ANY niFFlCULTlES 0^! OUR GUF3TS> THE SECRETARY THEN CONCLUDED 
THE DlSCUSSin>J aY SAYING THAT HE WOULD REPORT HUAnG<S REMARKS 
TO THE PRESIDENT A^O THEW DISCUSS CONCRETE ARRANGEMENTS WITH 
HUANG AFTER "IS RETURN FROM EUROPE, 



9, CDMHEMT3 WE BELIEVE HUANG <'S REMARKS ARE ABOUT AS DIRECT 
A CONFIRMATION AS VE MIGHT RECEIVE THAT PRC OFFICIALS ARE WILLING 
TO RECEIVE THE P^^ESIOENT WITHOUT PRECONDITION, ANO THAT 'THEY WILL 
NOT CAUSE HIM ANY POLITICAL EMBARRASSMENT IF THE TRIP DOES NOT , 
RESULT I'> A DRAMATIC IMPROVEMENT IN U.S^rPRC BILATERAL RELATIONS. 

STRICTLY FYI: THE SECRET/RY IS NOW THINKING OF THE POSSIBILITY 

OF AN ADVANCE TRIP TO PEKING IN OCTOBER SHORTLY AFTER THE VISIT TO 

THE U.S, OF THE JAPANESE EMPEROR, BUT BEFORE THE BREZHNEV 

SUMMIT MEETING IN WASHINGTON'. IF THE ADVANCE TRIP IS SATISFACTORY, 

THE PRFSIDENTIS VISIT WOULD PRESUMABLY OCCUR SIX TO EIGHT WEEKS 

LATER; THAT IS, SOMETIME IN LaTE NOVEMBER OR EARLY 

DECEMBI^R. THE SECRETARY IS ALSO CONSIDERING THE POSSIBILITY OF 

PARTIAL STEPS TriAT THE PRESIDENT MIGHT TAKE SHORT OF A FULLY 

NORMALIZED RELATIONSHIP WITH THE PRC WHICH WOULD SUSTAIN THE 

MOMENTUM OF OUR RELATIONSHIP, OUT WHICH WOULD NOT REQUIRE A 

BREAK TN FOKMAL RELATIONS WITH TAIWAN. THESE LAST TWO POINTS 

ARE OBVIOUSLY VERY SENSITIVE, ANO ARE STRICTLY FOR YOUR EYES 

AT TMis POI'JT, THEV SHOULD NOT QE REFLECTED IN ANY CONTACTS YOU 

MIGHT HAVE WITH THE CHINESE, END FYI,
